'An apple a day' 
is his business 


Don Walz played Johnny 
"Appleseed in 1963 when he 
^planted 1,700 apple trees in an 
orchard north of Sedalia. 
“ I was not an orchard man or 
a fanner. I had served five years 
*lh the Navy and worked for five 
years in the grocery business,” 
j he said. 
But he gladly related his story 
1 about what’s involved in raising 
a bushel and said most people 
don’t realize how much work it 
feally takes. 
Pettis County Fruit Growers, 
Route 4, held two orchards 
1 from 1965 until this spring when 
Walz sold the less-than-1,000 
tree Smithton orchard to Carl 
Kieselhorst. The 70-plus acres 
just 
north 
of 
Sedalia 
on 
Highway 65 has 108 trees per 
acre. 
Walz said he has 6,500 apple 
trees in 12 varieties planted on 
20-by-20 foot plots. The main 
varieties are Red and Golden 
Delicious, Jonathon, Winesap 
and York. 
He said picking begins June 
25 and continues through late 
October. 


WALZ’S PIC KERS (Whom 
he 
fondly 
calls 
“ fly-by- 
jnighters” ), 
work 
part-time. 
“ They’re here one day and gone 
1 the next,” he said. The number 
of pickers he has will vary, Walz 
stated, 
but 
usually 
there’s 
between 6 and 15. 
Armed 
with 
steel-framed 
canvas bags, they tackle an 
assigned row of trees and 
proceed to gather apples. When 
the canvas bag is filled, the 
pickers pour the apples into 
Z 17-bushel 
bins 
which 
are 
’transported by tractors to a 
* shelter 
where 
the 
grading 
process occurs. 
% 
The apples flow from the 
^raised bins onto an assembly 
line belt, equipped with rolling 
brushes 
which 
polish 
the 
apples. Graders separate them 
into three basic categories: No. 
1, blemish-free solid apples; 
No. 
2, 
apples 
known 
as 
“ seconds” with rust spots or 
bruises used for canning; and 
Culls, apples with wet spots, hail 
damage, growth cracks or stem 
punctures. 
“ Golden Delicious are easiest 
to grade,” Walz said, “ because 
the bruises are easy to detect. 
We can grade about a bushel a 
minute.” 
After the apples are boxed, 
the process of storing them 


determines largely how well 
they will keep, he said. 
“ FORTY 
YEARS 
AGO, 
people had storm cellars and 
unheated 
basements 
which 
were good for storing apple*,” 
Walz said, “ Now people with 
heated basements and even 
heated garages can’t under­ 
stand why their apples don’t 
keep.” 
Walz offers this advice: “ Put 
’em in the coolest and dampest 
place you’ve got.” The best 
conditions for storing apples is 
32 to 35 degrees. “ They need 
moisture too, otherwise they 
dehydrate. 
“ Mowing and spraying is all I 
have to worry about in the 
summertime,” Walz said, “ but 
after picking, then I go to 
work.” 
Wintertime 
is 
his 
busiest season of the year, filled 
with taking care qf destructive 
mice, fertilizing and pruning. 
“ Pruning is the pride of the 
grower,” and Walz said it’s 
done on a “ mold and hold 
basis ” The trees are molded by 
the pruner’s hands and held 
within 
their 
20-by-20 
foot 
space limitation. “ You couldn’t 
even walk through the orchard 
if you didn’t prune every year,” 
he added. 
“ A hardy tree I may prune 
closer than another, each tree is 
an 
individual,” 
he 
philoso­ 
phized . 
Walz said he “ scores” trees in 
late summer of the tree’s fourth 
year. Cutting the trunk “ injures 
the tree and brings on the 
fruit.” Mother nature is fooled, 
he said, the tree “ sets up buds 
and gets ready to reproduce 
offspring.” 
SPRINGTIM E IS the time 
for spraying. “ We’ve put on 31 
sprays this year, every seven 
days since two weeks before the 
first bloom (April 23) right up to 
picking time. 
“ Trees will bear every year if 
th ey’re 
thinned 
heavy 
(extensively 
thinned 
with 
chemicals). You don’t want 
many blooms (and resulting 
apples) in a cluster — just one 
big one. 
“ Thirty years ago, worms in 
apples were acceptable, but 
today, the demand is up for 
better quality and consequently 
the price goes up. 
“ Chemicals are not harmful. 
But if you get careless with 
them, you’ll be in trouble,” 
Walz said. 
He , uses 
30 
different 


chemicals, from insecticides to 
fungicides, 
chemicals 
which 
have increased in price 60 per 
cent over last year. Fertilizer 
and gas has doubled in cost, 
Walz said, and boxes have gone 
up 40 per cent in price. 


“ A PPLES ARE U P $1 a 
bushel over last year,” Walz 
said. “ It’s the biggest single 
increase in any single year I’ve 
seen, but we have to set our 
price to cover expenses.” 
Per bushel, his apples range 
from $2 for cider apples to $8.25 
for tray-packed Red Delicious. 
Culls and seconds cost $2 .50 and 
$4.75 a bushel. 
What does he do if he has too 
many apples? “ No way,” Walz 
said, “ there’s not too much 
competition and demand 
is 
always greater than supply. 
“ No two years are alike. Last 
year we had a bumper crop in 
everything.” This year’s crop is 
a good, light crop, 75 per cent of 
last year’s, he stated. 
Walz said he was reserving 50 
per cent of his crop for retail 
sale in his stand . The rest of the 
crop will be trucked to outlining 
areas in central Missouri and 
northern 
Arkansas. 
He 
estimated he sells 3,000 to 5,000 
apples a year for candied and 
caramel 
apples 
at 
fairs, 
including the State Fair. 
“ I CAN CONTROL the size of 
the apple and quality,” Walz 
said, “ but weather is 90 per cent 
of raising fruit and there’s no 
control 
for 
the 
weather. 
Elements of nature — birds, 
hail, frost, freezes — you can’t 
control.” For example, he said, 
a heavy wind three weeks 
ago downed 25 per cent of his 
apples. 
Walz also raises peaches, 
pears and plums. “ Peaches 
have to be a sideline (product) 
here,” he said. He lost all his 
peaches this year as a result of 
the -22 degree temperature Jan. 
7 and -9 degrees March 23. The 
lowest 
temperature 
all 
his 
varieties of peaches can stand is 
-10 degrees. 
Honey is a by-product which 
Walz also sells in his retail 
stand. “ We have 46 hives of 
bees whose main purpose is 
pollination.

My 
reward is a good-sized, quality 
apple.”

Calif. <AP> - Former 
President Richard M Nixon, reportedly 
feeling depressed and fatigued, will be 
hospitalized at least a week for “ extensive 
tests and treatment" of phlebitis. 
His face described as pale. Nixon 
cheeked into Memorial Hospital Medical 
Center of Long Beach through a rear en­ 
trance on Mondav. The former president's 
physician. Dr 
John C. Lungren. said 
Nixon would be there for at least seven 
days. 
Lungren refused, however, to provide 
specifics on the treatment Nixon will 
receive for the painful ailment which has 
afflicted his left leg 
General plans call for Nixon to receive 
anticoagulant drugs in an effort to dissolve 
two blood clots now resting in the area of 
his left thigh 
Such treatment also is 
designed 
to 
prevent 
the clots 
from 
breaking loose and moving through the 
blood stream to the lungs or heart, where 
they could cause death. 
Lungren did set down tight ground rules 
for

hospitalization: Written reports will be 
issued at noon each dav. and every word 
will be cleared in advance bv the former 
president. 
Lungren told newsmen after Nixon, his 
wife.

New legislation, now being drafted, 
would authorize the President or the 
secretary of defense to mobilize guard-re­ 
serve units totaling up to 50.000 men at anv 
one time for a maximum of 90 days 
without formal proclamation of emer­ 
gency.

Two-party system 
threatened by bill

WASHINGTON - Where are we headed 
with our two-party system? The question 
has been raising its puzzled head for quite 
some time, but the issue recurs with fresh 
perplexity in the pending bill for the 
financing and regulation of federal election 
campaigns. 


For whatever it may 
be worth, my guess is 
that this well-intention­ 
ed legislation one day 
will be seen as the last 
nudge toward oblivion. 
That prophecy may be 
wrong. 
The two-party 
system has been pretty 
well fixed in our repub­ 
lic for 
the 
past 
120 
years, since my own party, the Whig party, 
sprung its gussets and fell into shreds. The 
two-party 
system 
has 
survived 
Bull 
Moosers. Progressives. States Righters and 
George Wallace It is a remarkably durable 
institution. 


Even so. the system is in trouble. A 
dozen causes have contributed to the slow 
decline The antisepsis of Civil Service lias 
destroyed most of the healthy bacteria of 
political patronage. Programs of public 
welfare have replaced the scuttle of coal 
for the precinct worker. Parties have 
little to give by way of reward for faithful 
service; 
and 
they 
can 
impose 
little 
punishment 
for 
defection. 
Television 
provides a candidate with audiences far 
beyond the reach of a shad bake, clam 
bake, or party rally in the park 


Other factors have played a part. A 
generation 
has 
grown 
up 
in 
disenchantment with political institutions 
generally Young people look about them 
and see that “the system” has failed to end 
poverty, stop racism, prevent war. and 
clean up the dirty environment. The two- 
party system is part of the system. Al­ 
most half of the young people registering to 
vote in recent months have refused to affi­ 
liate with either major party Like organ­ 
ized religion, organized politics is raveling 
at the edges. 


The pending bill on campaign reform, 
unless 
I 
am 
wholly 
mistaken, 
will 
accelerate the parties decline This surely 
is not the purpose of the bill. The idea is to 
prevent the malodorous scandals that stunk 
up the political landscape two years ago 
The bill would put ceilings on the amounts 
that could be spent by candidates for the 


presidency and for the Congress. The bill 
would create a new federal board to 
oversee 
campaigns. 
Public 
funds, 
voluntarily contributed through the check­ 
off 
plan, 
would 
be 
channeled 
to 
presidential candidates and possibly to 
congressional candidates as well. The idea 
is to make our politics purer. 


The purpose is fine, but I doubt this bill 
will accomplish that purpose It will invite 
private 
and 
personal 
campaign 
expenditures, outside the party system. It 
will cripple one function of the political 
party, which is to raise funds for a party 
campaign. If the bill winds up by making 
public money available to candidates for 
House and Senate, the effect will be to 
encourage third, fourth and fifth party 
candidates, thus benefiting incumbents and 
placing plurality winners in office. 


This additional probability: Once the 
national government gets involed in our 
elections, through the new administrative 
board and the campaign subsidies, the 
quiescent movement toward the direct 
national election of presidents will take on 
fresh momentum. We would then be 
headed 
toward 
a 
fundamental 
restructuring of our whole scheme of 
government. Minority parties, assured of a 
place on a uniform, nationwide ballot, 
would multiply like rabbits. In theory, the 
voter would have a greater choice; in 
practice, to judge from the European 
experience, we would wind up only with 
greater confusion. 


With deference to the reformers, who 
sincerely want to make our sick politics 
well. I cannot believe this radical surgery is 
well-advised. Before the two-party system 
is further weakened, it might be prudent to 
reflect that we have nothing to take its 
place. There is not much satisfaction, after 
all. in marveling at the brilliant operation, 
if the patient dies.

“It’s Time to Make Your Move!” 


Hlerry-go-round 
Bicentennial slogan 
response is large 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON - Our appeal for a 
Bicentennial slogan — “ the right words." 
we urged, “ to reaffirm our faith in 
America" — has brought an outpouring of 
sentiment from the hearts of the people. 


We have received thousands of suggested 
slogans from all corners of the country. As 
we had hoped, most of the offerings are 
sincere and thoughtful. They reflect our 
highest ideals, not just patriotic emotion. 


There is a power in slogans, for good or 
ill. They help to mold opinion and their 
influence 
can 
linger for generations, 
providing impetus for a wise policy or a 
crutch for a foolish one. 


The tragic conflict of the past decade 
between successive presidents and the 
nation at large can be seen, in a way. as a 
conflict between the differing ways of 
looking at America embodied in two 
slogans of more than a century ago. 


One 
was 
Stephen 
Decatur's 
“Our 
Country Right or Wrong.” The other came 
from Carl Schurz, the friend of Abraham 
Lincoln: “ Our Country, When Right to be 
Kept Right. When Wrong to be Put Right." 


Both have a certain appeal. But when 
you think about it, the first could serve as a 
jingoistic motto for any country with a 
dubious cause to promote. The second has 
a ring to it peculiarly suited to a country 
founded on the proposition that the 
government exists, not as a good in itself, 
but to protect the rights and advance the 
ideals of the populace. 


In recent years two presidents, one a 
Democrat, one a Republican, both with 
high 
purposes 
and 
memorable 
achievements to their credit, have been 
forced to step aside because they did not 
make the above distinction, while the 
nation asa whole did. 
The selling of the Vietnam war to the 
American people, and its expansion and 
prolongation long after its original purpose 
was clearly beyond attainment, were 
accomplished by misrepresentations and 
manipulations out of Lyndon Johnson's 
White House. 


These acts were participated in by of ten- 
honorable men because of the general idea 
that once the nation’s pride and prestige 
are committed to any venture, right or 
wrong, wise or foolish, a dispensation on 
honor and reason is in effect, and we must 
bull through to the end no matter what the 
costs. 


This rationale of loyalty divorced from 
principle had its sequel in Watergate. In 
the minds of those who conceived and 
covered up the various acts of Watergate, 
by 
their 
own 
admission, 
the 
Nixon 
presidency 
has 
usurped the place of 
country. It was now “ Our President Right 
or Wrong" whose power, prerogatives and 
prestige had to be protected at all costs, 
even by means of crimes. 


But the nation at large, when at length it 
tasted the sour fruits and penetrated the 
deceptions, determined that error must be 
discarded even though the flag itself be 
wrapped around it. and wrong must be put 
right even though the nation be tormented 
by governmental parlysis and shamed by 
the public disgrace of its most revered 
office. 


It was in this spirit that most of our 
contributors composed their slogans. Their 
motivation is clear not only in the mottos 
themselves but in the moving letters that 
came with them. 


“ I feel this is hardly an opportune time 
for arrogant nationalism or self praise.” 
wrote Alva K. Fancher from Lakeside. 
Calif "W e have many things to be proud 


of, and some things that should be cause 
for shame." He suggested: 
“ We Are 
Trying" 


Margaret Stern of New 
York City 
contended. “ The lessons of Watergate 
should never be forgotten and should 
arouse us to a new moral stance. We 
remember ‘The Alamo’ and we remember 
‘The Maine' and we remember ‘Pearl 
Harbor’ — each representing a low point in 
our history. And we rose above each, as we 
can now — remembering — rise above 
Watergate." She proposed: “ Remember 
Watergate." 


Also stressing the lessons of the past, 
Norma Thomas Colvin of Tacoma. Wash., 
suggested: “ We’ve Got a Good Thing 
Going in America. We Know Where We’ve 
Been.” 


Other suggested slogans are eloquent in 
their simplicity, such as “ I Love America.” 
which was first proposed by Miami’s wise 
Hank Meyer. Evelyn M. 
Stroman of 
Wayne. Pa., suggested the Bicentennial 
might take its slogan from the Negro 
spiritual. “ We’ve Come This Far by 
Faith.” 


Most suggestions put the main emphasis 
on the nation’s 200th birthday. “ From 
Minutemen to Spacemen” was proposed by 
Katherine 
Gilmartin 
of 
Union, 
N.J. 
Stephen A. Levine of Villanova, Pa., 
suggested: “200 Years and Counting — On 
You! 


From Newport News, Va., Howard L. 
Goshorn came up with a ringing slogan: 
“ The United States: Born in Turmoil, 
Matured 
in 
Freedom, 
Enduring 
in 
Equality.” Ralph M. Jones of Philadelphia 
offered this: “Our Freedom — Toughened 
on the Anvil of Justice. Refined in the 
Flame of Liberty." 


Jack Gilliam of Alburquerque suggested: 
“The Greatness of Our Past has Built the 
Road 
for 
our 
Future.” 
And 
Irene 
Prommer, who wrote from Fair Oaks. 
Calif., of the setbacks she has suffered over 
a long life, told of her faith in America and 
urged the slogan: “ America for Liberty. 
Unity and Progress."
